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Council cause upset over 
Olympic gypsy site plans 


PLANS for a temporary 
gypsy site near Dorch¬ 
ester during the Olympics 
have upset local people. 

Dorset County Council 
(DCC) wants to use an 
existing pony paddock 
near the entrance to the 
Enterprise Business Park 
at Piddlehinton for nine 
weeks in the lead up to 
and during the Olympics. 

“Surely they could have 
found a site which was 
actually near the 
Olympics. Weymouth and 
Portland are surrounded 
by open fields yet they 
want to put this right next 
to our businesses and al¬ 
most an hour’s drive 
away from the nearest 
Olympic sailing venue,” 
said the owner of a small 
firm on the site. 

He declined to be 
named “out of fear of 
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Olympic Torch will be 
carried through Dorset on 
July 12th until the end of 
the Paralympics. 

This site is owned by 
DCC and it is located 
South East of the the En¬ 
terprise Business Park in 
Piddlehinton. 

The site will be ac¬ 
cessed through the exist¬ 
ing road into the business 
park with the access to 
the field located at the top 
of the site, by the army 
training camp. The en¬ 
trance will need some 
minor modifications to 
allow a better access for 
caravans and will be sta¬ 
bilised with planings or 
crushed aggregate at the 
field entrance. 

The Olympics start on 
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repercussions”, but said 
he would be adding his 
name to the objectors on 
the county council web¬ 
site and encouraging 
other businesses at Enter¬ 
prise Park to do so. 

The parish council has 
yet to discuss the applica¬ 
tion and would not be 
drawn into commenting 
until councillors had ex¬ 
amined the plans. 

West Dorset District 
Councillors are not ex¬ 
pected to look at the 
county council applica¬ 
tion until their next meet¬ 
ing on March 8th. 

The former military site, 
now an industrial estate, 
has long been the home 
for one of the area’s per¬ 


manent gypsy sites. A site 
which is widely acknowl¬ 
edged to be well managed 
and successful. 

Dorset Gypsy and Trav¬ 
eller Liaison Officer 
David Ayres has submit¬ 
ted the application on be¬ 
half of the county council. 

He has experience in 
temporary gypsy and 
traveller sites, including 
those set up specifically 
for the annual Dorset 
Steam Fair. 

The proposals in the ap¬ 
plication are to establish a 
temporary transit site for 
gypsies and travellers to 
be open for nine weeks 
from the time that the 


July 27th and close on 
August 12th with the Par¬ 
alympics from August 
29th August until Sep¬ 
tember 9th. 

The temporary planning 
permission for the site is 
to apply from July 8th to 
September 14th to allow 
for setting up and any 
restoration works. 

Mr Ayres says that hav¬ 
ing an official transit site 
will allow Dorset Police 
to use their powers to 
redirect unauthorised 
campers should they 
camp in park and ride car 
parks or any land in and 
around the sailing venue 
or the strategic links to it. 

Powers under the Crim¬ 
inal Justice and Public 
Order Act allow the po¬ 


lice to direct travellers to 
a “suitable pitch on a rel¬ 
evant site” and which is 
managed by a local au¬ 
thority. 

DCC, working with 
Weymouth and Portland 
Borough Council and the 
police, will use their pow¬ 
ers to direct travellers to 
the temporary site. 

The tactic is the same 
one used in the Blandford 
area around the time of 
the Great Dorset Steam 
Fair. 

Mr Ayres says the site 
will have portable toilets, 
a rubbish skip and tanked 
drinking water on it and 
managed by himself and 
the local Gypsy Site Man¬ 
ager whilst the site is oc¬ 
cupied. 
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CORNISH Pilot Gig Rowing has seen a massive 
revival over recent years and is no longer con¬ 
fined to the fishing villages and towns of Corn¬ 
wall.

Wey¬ 
mouth Rowing Club was one of the first gig 
clubs to spring up on the Jurrassic Coast and as 
secretary of the club she is still as enthusiastic 
about the benefits and delights of gig rowing 
as she ever was. 

This year is set to be an exciting year for the 
club with the World Championships to look for¬ 
ward to, and a place secured in the Queen's Di¬ 
amond Jubilee Pageant on the River Thames 
this summer. 

As the Olympics grow ever closer, there has 
never been a better to time to put the spotlight 
on Weymouth Rowing Club. 


■ WHAT got you interested in gig rowing in the 
first place? 

It was all down to a friend of mine who was a member 
of the club when I moved to Dorset from Cumbria 
some years ago. I’d seen gig racing in the Isles of 
Scilly and when I went along to Weymouth Rowing 
Club for a ‘come and try it’ session I was instantly 
smitten. Not only because the boats themselves were 
so beautifully made and I enjoyed my first row, but 
also because I remember seeing how all the rowers 
were having such brilliant fun together. 

■ HOW has Weymouth Rowing Club developed 
during the time you have been a member? 

The club was founded in 2000, and I joined in 2004. 
It’s grown alot. We currently have around 150 mem¬ 
bers. Fundraising has been a huge area of develop¬ 
ment, each boat costs around £20,000 and there is 
nothing we haven’t done for fundraising. 

Also, we have developed a really strong youth sec¬ 
tion. The thing I really care about is that the original 
founder members always had the attitude that every¬ 
one should feel able to come and row, no matter how 
old you are, what size you are, or how fit you are. 
There are all sorts of different levels within the club 
from the super fit A-Crew rowers to the older rowers 
like me. 



■ THE World Pilot Gig Championships are com¬ 
ing up in May. Will you be going to that? 

Absolutely, yes. The championships started on the 
Isles of Scilly about 21-years-ago. The islands are 
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stunningly beautiful and to row there is amazing. The 
start line is more than a mile long and there are over 
120 gigs all lined up. 

It’s extraordinary, not just the sight of it, but also the 
sound of the start, when 600 oars all hit the water at 
the same time, 120 coxs shout their orders and the 
crews grunt and groan. 

The races are incredibly closely fought, not just be¬ 
tween the elite crews who are way up at the front, but 
equally the fight between say the 80th and 81st boat 
is just as real in terms of competition. 

Then afterwards, no matter what happens on the water, 
everyone gets together to celebrate. 

■ HOW has the prospect of the Olympics rubbed 
off on the club? 

We really want to ensure that people know about gig 
rowing. It’s obviously nowhere near to being an 
Olympic sport but it’s very much a West Country tra¬ 
dition and we just want as many people as possible to 
see the beautiful boats. On the one hand they are 
finely crafted works of art, and on the other hand they 
are working boats that stand up to the most brutal sea 
conditions. 

■ WHAT other events are in the pipeline? 

Our youth team have been successful in getting to take 
part in the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee Pageant on the 
River Thames. We selected a very special junior crew, 
a group of young ladies and we are really proud of 
them. They rowed for us in our junior competitions 
last year and we wanted to recognise how hard they’d 
worked and encourage other young people to come 
and have a go. 

■ IF you were adrift at sea, which three famous 
people would you like out there with you in the 
boat? 

That’s easy, but they’re only famous in the gig world, 
and there are four of them. I’d take the four Lyme 
Regis rowers who have just rowed across the Atlantic. 
They did it in 48 days, one of them is 67-years-old. I 
think they are fantastic!

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CAB receives three-year funding package 


DORCHESTER | THE manager of Dorchester’s Citi¬ 
zens Advice Bureau has welcomed a three-year fund¬ 
ing package. 

A total of £209,601 is being given to the three Citi¬ 
zens Advice Bureaux (CAB) in West Dorset by the 
district council. The money will help with running 
costs until 2015. 

“The current agreement runs out in March and it’s 
extremely useful that we can plan for three years with 
some certainty. Other CABs have not been in such a 
fortunate position,” said Manager Daniel Cadisch. 

“We are grateful that West Dorset District Council 
(WDDC) appreciate the value of what we do.” 

In the last financial year alone the Dorchester bureau 
has dealt with just under 20,000 clients, covering 
12,500 issues. The bureau has around 75 staff, the ma¬ 
jority of them volunteers, and each year costs around 
£360,000 to run. 

Each year the number of inquiries increase with a 
steady rise in problems around debt and, more re- 
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cently, employment issues which alone have gone up 
by 12 per cent in the year. 

“Overall our workforce has had to increase by 
around 50 per cent since 2005 to deal with the changes 
but we are now at capacity - it would be difficult to 
physically get anymore people in the building. 

“When I started ten-years-ago we used to have three 
volunteer advisors ready to see people, now we have 
to have five or six to cope with the demand,” said Mr 
Cadisch. 

While many people believe that the bureau is funded 
by the Government or other national sources, this is 
not the case and each bureau has to apply for council 
and other grants, to charities, and to take on contracted 
advice work to keep going. 

WDDC has supported the Citizens Advice Bureaux 
in Dorchester, Bridport and Sherborne for over 20 


Police job cuts could see 558 face axe 


DORSET | DORSET Police could 
face job cuts of the equivalent of 
558 staff by March 2015 after a de¬ 
cision by Dorset Police Authority to 
accept a one-off government fund¬ 
ing plan. 

Three options had been placed 
before the Police Authority includ¬ 
ing a zero per cent rise in the police 


precept and therefore council tax, a 
3.3 per cent rise or a 3.95 per cent 
rise. 

Members of the board chose to 
take the government's one-off 
Council Tax Protection Grant, which 
is equivalent to a three per cent rise 
in the precept and therefore coun¬ 
cil tax. 


Under projections made in a re¬ 
port presented by Chief Constable 
Martin Baker it was predicted that 
with a 3.95 per cent precept in¬ 
crease 478 full time equivalent jobs 
within the Dorset Police force 
would be lost. 

The adoption of the grant means 
that an extra 80 could now be lost. 


Parking permit changes upset shoppers 


DORCHESTER | COMMUNITY leader Margaret 
Morrissey has accused the district council and Dorch¬ 
ester’s BID group of ignoring public opinion. 

Mrs Morrissey, from the Poundbury Resident’s As¬ 
sociation, who is also a member of other groups in the 
town, says local people were ignored over changes to 
shoppers parking permits. 

“There has been no response whatsoever from West 
Dorset District Council (WDDC). I spoke to a lady 
today who decided to write to the council in support 
of the complaint against the proposals and was told 
when she handed the letter in they would pass it on - 
but the decision had been made and voted on and there 
was no consultation. 

“If this true it is an absolute disgrace and yet another 
example of the people in the out of town community 
being totally ignored,” said Mrs Morrissey. 

“We are ignored, councillors who on my doorstep 
asking for my vote who I trusted; officers who part of

my council tax pays their wages working against the 
people to compensate for the poor planning which has 
reduced parking in Dorchester.” 

Mrs Morrissey, who has lived in the town for more 
than 20 years, worries that she is watching what she 
fears could be the demise of the town. 

“We are most probably about to lose another very 
large shop, Peacocks...we have a plethora of empty 
shops who will no doubt be filled with either an opti¬ 
cian, a betting shop or a mobile phone shop. 

“My commiserations with the few remain shops 
who struggle to survive. I wish you well.” 

A spokesman for the district council pointed out that 
the proposed changes to parking permits were known 
about, and reported on, prior to the council meeting 
where they were approved. 

Changes which, the council points out, have resulted 
in a freeze in short-term parking prices for the sixth 
year in a row. 
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years. 

During that time the CABs have provided a number 
of services such as: Expanding their outreach services 
to improve services to rural West Dorset; in Bridport 
the CAB offers a wide ranging home services and 
Dorchester CAB has developed drop-in sessions in 
five local GPs and an outreach service in Chickerell. 

Sherborne and Dorchester bureaux have developed 
arrangements with Macmillian Cancer Care to give 
advice to Cancer patients and their families. 
WDDC Leader Robert Gould said: “The CAB does 
an excellent job of providing support to those in need. 

“I am delighted the district council is able to give 
this money to continue to help and support the bu¬ 
reaux carry on their fantastic service especially in 
these difficult times. 

“It is important the district council is able to help 
support these services without cutting frontline serv¬ 
ices and keeping council tax low.” 

The district council’s Executive Committee also 
agreed £17,576 be given to support the four Youth In¬ 
formation Centres in the district which will cover run¬ 
ning costs until 2015. 

The Youth Information Centres in West Dorset are 
Routes in Dorchester, The Mill in Bridport, INSPA- 
RATION in Lyme Regis and The Rendezvous in 
Sherborne. 

The centres who work in partnership with services 
including the CAB’s, Connexions, contraceptive serv¬ 
ices, children’s out-of-school services and the district 
council’s housing advice to help provide support for 
young people aged 16 to 25. 


Rotary donation 

DORCHESTER | SPECIALIST equipment for the 
county hospital's endoscopy department is being 
presented by the Rotary Club of Dorchester. 

President Pauline Camm chose the department for 
her year's charity and in September launched and ap¬ 
peal to raise sufficient money to buy a piece of equip¬ 
ment enabling a Colonoscopy to be a more 
comfortable procedure for patients, whilst making it 
possible for the consultants to get better pictures in¬ 
side the colon. 

"Thanks to the support of the people of Dorchester 
and surrounding villages who so generously gave 
money to the Christmas Sleigh collection and also to 
individual donations, we reached our target sooner 
than anticipated. The equipment was installed in the 
department earlier this week and is now in use," said 
Pauline. 

In addition to buying two pumps Rotary had suffi¬ 
cient funds to pay for three Endoscopy Nurses to at¬ 
tend special training courses, one of them was an 
advanced, ENB Accredited Course in London.

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HELPERS are needed to help give 
advice and support when digital TV 
switchover happens in parts of 
Dorset in March. 

Volunteer Dorset has recruited 
some helpers after an earlier appeal 
but is looking for more. 

“Ideally we would like another 
five or six to come and join us,” 
said Craig Womble from the Volun¬ 
teer Centre, “They will need to be 
available for a training day on Feb¬ 
ruary 27th and again towards the 
end of the first week in March and 
on two other days later in the 
month.” 

The volunteers will be staffing an 
advice centre in the town to offer 
support and guidance for those who 
might be unable to cope with re¬ 


tuning their televisions, or other 
equipment when the switch over 
happens. 

It is anticipated that those who 
need help will be able to visit the 
volunteers, or telephone them, on 
the day of the switch over and after¬ 
wards. 

The key dates, apart from the 
training day, are the March 7th and 
8th and March 21st and 22nd. 

“It may be that some volunteers 
would like to work all of those days 
and others might only want to do 
half a day - as long as we get 
enough volunteers we should be 
able to accommodate people’s 
wishes,” said Craig. 

Normal out of pocket expenses 
will be reimbursed for volunteers 


including travel and lunch. 

Although some of the volunteers 
already recruited do have a techni¬ 
cal background Mr Womble 
stresses that this is not vital as the 
training provided will cover all the 
issues that people are likely to come 
across. 

“Being a good communicator and 
willing to help people is more im¬ 
portant,” said Craig.

Prices held in district council car parks 


PARKING charges in all West 
Dorset District Council car parks 
have been frozen for the coming 
year. 

It means that prices in 2012 will be 
exactly the same for a two hour stay 
in 2005. 

“We took this decision to help local 
businesses and residents. We are 
working hard to support West 
Dorset’s economy through tough 
times and freezing car parking 
charges is just one of the steps we are 
taking,” said Robert Gould, leader of 
West Dorset District Council. 


“Keeping charges low will help at¬ 
tract shoppers into our town cen¬ 
tres.” 

The move was welcomed by Phil 
Gordon, Dorchester BID (Business 
Improvement District) project direc¬ 
tor. Mr Gordon said: “We over¬ 
whelmingly welcome the move to 
freeze car parking charges at 2005 
levels. 

“It shows that the district council 
realises that businesses are strug¬ 
gling and they need all the support 
they can get. 

“Cheaper parking should encour¬ 


age shoppers to come into town, 
which is what we all want.” 
Despite concerns councillors voted 
to keep shoppers’ permits at £16 for 
six months although a new scratch 
card is being introduced to tackle 
what the council described as a hand¬ 
ful of people who were abusing the 
permits. 

The scratch cards will entitle the 
holder to six 20 minute parking ses¬ 
sions which is designed for people 
who frequently need to come and go 
from their businesses. 
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CCTV proving to be 
an asset for police 


DORCHESTER | PUBLIC order offences 
and antisocial behaviour top the poll for 
activities caught on Dorchester’s CCTV 
cameras. 

Latest figures show the most likely time 
for this, and other incidents, is between 
lam and 3am in the morning. Many of 
these are thought likely to be drink re¬ 
lated. 

The town’s 15 cameras recorded 35 in¬ 
cidents between October and the end of 
December, the busiest being the two in 
Trinity Street and the camera in High 
West Street near the Catholic church. 

Two thirds of the incidents, a total of 22 
out of the 35, were recorded as public 
order or antisocial behaviour; six were 
recorded as violent crime; three as theft; 
two of criminal damage and one of car 
crime. 

Inspector Les Fry said the cameras re¬ 
main an extremely useful tool in keeping 
the town and protecting the public. 

“They are a great asset helping to appre¬ 
hend offenders and for gathering evidence 
when cases do go to court, often saving 
witnesses the distress of having to appear

in court and give evidence. There is no 
doubt that criminals don’t like CCTV.” 

A total of 20 of the 35 incidents took 
place between midnight and 4am. 
Inspector Fry, who recently reported an 
overall drop in crime in and around the 
county town, said that the cameras played 
an important role in protecting local peo¬ 
ple and, when offences occurred, in get¬ 
ting officers quickly to the scene and then 
achieving convictions. 

He was quick to point out that, com¬ 
pared to other towns, the figures for inci¬ 
dents caught on camera are extremely 
low. 

“Dorchester is a very safe place to live 
and work. Overall crime levels are low 
which is reflected in these CCTV figures. 
However we must not be complacent and 
continue our work with the public and our 
partners to help keep Dorchester a safe 
place.” 


Public consultation for new 


community health strategy 


DORSET | REDUCING 
the level of long-term res¬ 
idential care and unneces¬ 
sary hospital admissions 
are two targets for a new 
health and social care 
strategy for Dorset. 

With a growing elderly 
population and residential 
care now costing more 
than £20,000 a year on av¬ 
erage, the county has been 
forced to explore ways of 
making savings. 

It is now consulting local 
people on a proposed strat¬ 
egy for health and social 
care services across the 
county. 

The draft Community 
Health Strategy sets out 
the broad aims and objec¬ 
tives which its authors 
claim will “contribute to 
substantial improvements 
in services across the 
county”, but which others 
fear will make state- 
funded residential care 
more difficult to achieve. 

The current criteria 
means that residential care 
is only offered when an in¬ 
dividual’s needs are con¬ 
sidered “critical”. 

Even then it is only 
funded if the person who 
needs care has less than 
£23,000 in assets. Many 
have been forced to sell 
their homes to pay for their 
own care because they do 
not meet the guidelines. 

The new joint strategy 
from Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil (DCC) and NHS Dorset 
builds on a number of pri¬ 
orities for health and social 
care already identified 
through national, regional 
and local consultations 
with carers and service 


users as well as voluntary 
organisations and commu¬ 
nity representatives. 

The proposals say serv¬ 
ices should focus on pro¬ 
viding “high quality, 
responsive support to help 
people to live a longer and 
healthier life”.

ditions. 

The county council and 
NHS Dorset say they 
would also like to make 
better use of partnerships 
with independent and vol¬ 
untary providers to com¬ 
plement existing services. 

Andrew Cattaway, Cabi¬ 
net member for adult so¬ 
cial care at DCC, said: 
“We are committed to 
achieving a high quality of 


life for local residents and 
communities and recog¬ 
nise that health and well¬ 
being are fundamental 
elements of this aspira¬ 
tion. 

“The Health Community 
Strategy aims to ensure 
services are developed in 
line with future needs and 
we want to ensure that a 
wide range of individuals 
and organisations take part 
in the consultation and 
have their say in services 
they receive. This will help 
us identify top priorities to 
incorporate in the final 
plans.” 

Director of Joint Com¬ 
missioning and Partner¬ 
ships for the NHS

Revealing crime figures 

WEST DORSET | CRIME figures in West Dorset, 
which included Bridport, Lyme Regis, Beaminster 
and Dorchester, are lower than the regional average. 

But Weymouth and Portland is above both the re¬ 
gional and national average - according to figures 
from Dorset Police. 

The statistics show just under 46 crimes for each 
1,000 population in West Dorset, but 85 for each 
1,000 in Weymouth. 

The regional average is 62.3 and the national av¬ 
erage 75.7. 

Purbeck and North Dorset both have average fig¬ 
ures of 40 crimes per 1,000 population. The lowest 
figures in the county are for East Dorset with 31.7 
and the highest crime area is Bournemouth with 
106.7. 

It is believed that there is a correlation between 
the crime rates and evening entertainment in pubs 
and clubs. 

The figures come from a report into CCTV moni¬ 
toring in the county. It reveals that Weymouth and 
Portland now has 130 cameras, monitored around 
the clock, compared to 125 in Poole and 154 in 
Bournemouth.

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Prison needs more monitoring volunteers 


DORSET | THE watchdog body which keeps an inde¬ 
pendent eye on life behind the walls of Dorchester Prison 
is looking for volunteers. 

The chance to join the team carrying out one of the most 
interesting and satisfying voluntary roles in Dorset has 
arisen following the resignation for business and personal 
reasons of two members of the prison’s Independent 


Monitoring Board - one of more than 130 attached to es¬ 
tablishments throughout England and Wales. 

The new IMB members selected for Dorchester will be 
appointed by the Justice Minister after local interview and 
security vetting . They will join the 12-strong Board at 
the Category B establishment, which holds an average 
of 270 prisoners serving sentences from “life” to a few 


months, imposed for a very wide range of crimes. 

The Board is drawn from all over Dorset and members 
average around three days a month working at the prison 

The Justice Ministry says:” IMB members have an in¬ 
creasingly valuable and important role to play in ensuring 
that prisoners are being cared for decently and with hu¬ 
manity. 

“They monitor the day to day life in a prison visiting 
on a regular basis, often unannounced, and talk to pris¬ 
oners and staff. They may occasionally be called out to 
monitor serious incidents and observe how they are being 
dealt with.” 

After initial training members are security cleared to 
carry keys and have an absolute right of access to all parts 
of the prison. 

Dorchester Prison is in North Square just off the town 
centre, and behind its Victorian exterior lie some very 
modern support facilities aimed at guiding prisoners 
away from reoffending when they are released. 

IMB Board Chair Judith Anstice said: “Board members 
are appointed regardless of age, sex, ethnicity or sexual 
orientation. They need to be mature, open-minded and 
commited to diversity, equality and human rights. 

“Alongside sound judgment and good communication 
skills, they should have integrity, perseverance and a will¬ 
ingness to take responsibility and challenge the status 
quo. Being a good listener is also a key asset. 

“Everyone works as a team but members will often be 
required to visit parts of the prison on their own which 
demands a certain level of confidence.” 

The Justice Ministry summed up: “It is important that 
Boards are made up of a cross section of the local com¬ 
munity, with members coming from all walks of life, 
backgrounds and experience. You do not need any special 
qualifications but you will need the enthusiasm, energy 
and commitment to make a full contribution of the 
Board.” 

IMB work is unpaid but members qualify for Justice 
Ministry travel and subsistence allowances.

WEYMOUTH | OFFENDERS will 
repay their debt to society by 
scrubbing graffiti off the streets of 
Weymouth. 

Up to eight offenders, supervised 
by Community Payback supervisors 
and wearing high visibility jackets, 
will start work as part of the Wipe 
Out Project this month. 

Under the project, people sen¬ 
tenced to Unpaid Work Require¬ 
ments by Dorset's Courts will use 
pressure washers, paint and other 
chemicals to clean-up graffiti in 
Weymouth's park district and town 
centre, before tackling other parts 
of the borough. 

The project was funded by the 
Dorset Community Safety Partner¬ 
ship, which is made up of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Borough 
Council, Dorset Police and Dorset 
Probation Trust and other organisa¬ 
tions. 

Councillor Geoff Petherick, Com¬ 
munity Safety Portfolio Holder at 
Weymouth and Portland Borough 
Council, said:"This is a great project 
that will help clean up the streets of 
Weymouth and help spruce up the 
borough. 


"It is a good initiative because it 
gives people a chance to repay so¬ 
ciety and give something back to 
the community. 

"We are asking the public to re¬ 
port graffiti to us so we can try and 
get it cleaned-up." 

The offenders, who will be super¬ 
vised by the Dorset Probation 


Trust's Community Payback Unit, 
will get to work every Thursday for 
eight weeks. 

Alongside project Wipe Out, Safer 
Neighbourhood Officers from 
Dorset Police will tour schools to 
encourage young people to respect 
their streets and report graffiti if 
they see it.

Empty homes to be 
brought back into use 

WEST DORSET | ALMOST a thousand empty 
homes in Weymouth, Portland and West Dorset 
are being targeted to be brought back into use. 

At a time when housing association awaiting 
lists are running at record highs Weymouth and 
Portland has more than 400 empty homes and 
West Dorset has 540. 

Cash from a Government scheme will now be 
used to employ an officer to deal with the prob¬ 
lem across both areas with the authorities getting 
around £7,000 in Government money for each 
empty home returned to use over the next six 
years. 

The councils have highlighted a total of 200 
empty "problem properties" it will prioritise to get 
back into use over the next three years. 

Many of the others which are empty are being 
renovated, or are currently for sale. 

Robert Gould, Leader of West Dorset District 
Council, said: "The council needs to maximise its 
income from every possible source to protect 
frontline services. 

"Bringing empty homes back into use will help 
us do this as well as tackling the obvious waste of 
properties standing empty." 

Amanda Legg, Brief Holder for Housing at Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Borough Council, said: 
"The scheme gives the council a fantastic oppor¬ 
tunity to tackle the problem of empty houses in 
the borough which is a big issue nationwide. 

"A television show late last year really high¬ 
lighted the problem and it is an issue the council 
has been looking to tackle for a while. So this 
funding will really help us. 

"Residents can help the council to deal with the 
issue by reporting empty homes in their neigh¬ 
bourhood."

Nation mourned, not superficially, 

For she was one of us, like you, like me. 

Our now lost, fragile, 'Queens ofhlearts', 

Is a modern tragedy in many parts. 

Her memory abused, unless we discern 
To safeguard all childhood's inner yearn 
For careful love, and trust reliable; 

Such food as identity's roots, prompts harvests undeniable. 

Whatever status or external form, 

Tragedy waits when untended souls are born. 


Minefields come in diverse type, 

Beyond all superficial media hype. 

Daring, difficult, Diana, a life uncontained, 

Like some prize pup at leash she strained. 

Her early passing sadly no surprise, 

For I looked deep, but once, into her eyes 
And sensed that for all her apparent gifts, 

Her soul was troubled by existential rifts.

Time wears her not: she doth his chariot guide; 
Mortality below her orb is placed; 

By her the virtue of the stars down slide; 

In her is virtue's perfect image cast. 

A knowledge pure it is her worth to know:

Young drivers throughout the country are already more likely to be involved in a 
crash with 30% of all motor vehicle drivers involved in collisionsl aged between 16 
and 29 years old, yet this age group only made up 18% of the population2. This report 
calculates that young rural drivers are two-thirds more likely to be involved in an 
injury collision than their older neighbours. 

One of the biggest factors in the elevated risk profile is the much higher average 
annual mileages driven by rural drivers with 31% more miles driver per person than 
their urban counterparts. This increased exposure combined with their relative inex¬ 
perience compared to older drivers is a signal to rural local authorities and police 
forces that special attention needs paying to this subject. 

The report also considers the level of deprivation and whether this is a factor in 
young driver crashes. This was not found to be the case in Rural areas, although it is 
something seen in large towns and cities. Other analysis within the report compares 
vehicle types involved in crashes, road type, and speed limits. 

One further piece of analysis carried out was to rank young driver risk bases on res¬ 
idency in each of the 379 local authority areas in Great Britain. This was then used to 
create a map showing regional hotspots and is included at the end of this release 
along with the best and worst performing areas. 

Dan Campsall, director of Road Safety Analysis says, "This is the first time that we 
have had a thorough examination of the risks to young drivers based on where they 
live; and the results are stark. Younger drivers from rural areas are much more likely 
to be involved in a crash where Asomeone is injured, and we need to see a package 
of measures developed that can bring about a change. This may require investment 
in transport infrastructure, community bus schemes and further driver training to af¬ 
fect the inequality that these drivers are 
experiencing." 

With the help of this sort of informa¬ 
tion, Local Authorities can develop a 
much better understanding of the risks 
experienced by their residents and road 
users, helping them to address the in¬ 
equalities that many people are expe¬ 
riencing."

But a gap opened on the rails and Sweeney quickly took 
advantage as Glenwood Present ate up the ground to con¬ 
test third place. 

Although odds-on favourite Tetlami won with some to 
spare from Hard To Swallow, Buckler's 100/1 outsider was 
only 2!/2 lengths down on the winner. 

Buckler was delighted with his horse's performance."Like 
Malin Head, he is by Presenting, and most of his offspring

want fast ground. 

Malin Head proved that recently following three below 
par performances when he too ran a superb race on better 
ground to win at Folkestone recently. 

"You have to remember that the winner is one of the 
favourites for the William Hill Supreme Novices Hurdle with 
a rating of 130 which is consider generous, whilst the sec¬ 
ond horse is also an excellent prospect although not in the 
same class, so to finish third e to them is quite an achieve¬ 
ment. 

"Because he has been working well at home we were 
worried that there was something wrong with him, but it 
is obvious he doesn't cope with soft ground. Hopefully the 
ground will now start improving as we go into spring, and 
because he jumps well he will go over hurdles next time." 

Lady Madonnina finished seventh in the two mile Fol¬ 
low At BetfairRacing On Twitter Mares' Standard Open NH 
Flat Race on the same card and didn't disappoint Buckler. 

"It's a pity that it turned into a sprint over the last three 
furlongs. It was a fairly slow race and Nathan had her hand¬ 
ily placed for a lot of the way. 

"We know she stays and it's a pity perhaps they didn't try 
to force the pace because it was so slow and as she has a 
relentless gallop might have drawn their sting, but I am not 
overly disappointed with her run." 

All being well Digger's Mate is expected to make his 
debut at either Newbury on Friday in the Class 1 bumper 
or at Ascot the following day. 

"He is a huge horse, the biggest I have ever trained, but 
is very green and has lots to learn. He's only four, so this will 
be an educational race to introduce him to the experience 
of racing in front of a crowd." 

Buckler has also announced that potentially one of his 
best ever horses is being retired to stud. Mizzurka who 
won the Dbs/e.b.f. Mares' Standard Open Nh Flat Race Final 
(listed) race at Newbury last March which earned her black 
type status, has a possible suspensory ligament problem 
that could leave her lame should she break down if raced 
again. 

She will be covered by Black Sam Bellamy who is full 
brother to champion sire Galileo, and so it is hoped that 
this will produce top class offspring.

Vallance suffers suspected ankle break 


"HOPE springs eternal in the human breast" or so 
they say. I was hopeful that a full league pro¬ 
gramme would take place on Saturday last but 
feared the worst when my car's thermometer 
showed a temperature of minus five early that 
morning. I then prepared myself to sit down by 
my computer and watch my column dismantle 
before my eyes. 

In the event things did not turn out as badly as 
I had feared, although DORCHESTER'S game 
against WIMBORNE, together with PUDDLE- 
TOWN'S home encounter with WHEATSHEAF 
CABIN CREW, had to be postponed.The games of 
the Weymouth second and third sides also did not 
take place, while BRIDPORT for their part, were 
without a fixture, and the opponents of the 
Dorchester third side have withdrawn from the 
league. 

One or two local games went ahead after morn¬ 
ing ground inspections however and, impor¬ 
tantly, the cup game between WEYMOUTH and 
DRIFTERS was amongst them. 

WEYMOUTH 14 DRIFTERS 22 

THE reason for the Weymouth club's ground 
being fit for play, while all others were frost- 
bound escapes me - in fact conditions were ideal 
for open rugby. 

The home side chose to play with the slight 
slope during the first period but the first few min¬ 
utes belonged to the visitors. 

They turned over ball at the initial lineout, and 
disrupted an early set scrummage and, before the 
game was 10 minutes old, they sent the ball wide 
from set piece possession, their outside centre 
broke and his right winger, Jones, got over some 
ten yards in from touch. 

Out half James added the extras, and worse was 
to come from a home point of view, for one of 
their props was guilty of an early tackle at the 
restart and was consigned to the bin for his pains. 

Drifters continued to prosper in his absence 
and, after they had tapped a penalty, regathered 


a grubber kick and one of their midfield got over 
close to the posts. Jones' conversion kick was 
again accurate and the visitors led 14-0. 

Weymouth had been slow to settle in the first 
quarter, failing to secure their own ball and strug¬ 
gling to deal with their opponents' attacks. The 
end of the first quarter came and went with the 
home side still unable to win useable possession. 

Drifters were by far the better side at this stage 
and, after twenty five minutes, caught the home 
side napping with another quickly taken penalty, 
and scored five yards in from touch. This try re¬ 
mained unconverted but, at 19-0 adrift, Wey¬ 
mouth were looking down the gun barrel and, 
ominously, were unable to win worthwhile pos¬ 
session from which to launch attacks. 

Drifters continued to spend the majority of the 
half in home territory and, just before the interval, 
Jones, who had run the show thus far, kicked a 
penalty. 

Half time was approaching before Weymouth 
put together a meaningful attack, and when they 
did they scored from it. 

Their build up had not seemed to threatened 
but, when the ball came to centre Gareth Isles 
well inside the twenty two, he wriggled his way 
over, thanks perhaps to some rather ineffectual 
tackling. Sheppard kicked the conversion and 
Weymouth had thrown themselves a lifeline at 7- 
22 . 

This score had come very much against the run 
of play and I felt that the visitors were well worth 
their half time lead. Weymouth, who had not 
played well in the first-half, would have known 
that they would have to raise their game by sev¬ 
eral notches if they were to get back into this one. 

The second-half did not start all that auspi¬ 
ciously for the home side for, having conceded a 
penalty, were penalised 20 yards for rabbit. They 
were beginning to compete however, against a 
side who had seemingly "gone off the boil" espe¬ 
cially in their finishing. 

Weymouth were continuing to get turned over, 


both at scrum and lineout. They were losing the 
ball in contact too, and were making other un¬ 
forced errors, and the game was an hour old be¬ 
fore they put together a concerted attack. 

Tragically at this time however, they lost prop 
Max Vallance with what was, I think, a broken 
ankle, and to add insult to nasty injury, they were 
turned over once more and their opponents 
kicked clear. 

For the next 10 minutes Drifters reasserted 
themselves and, although they did not score, 
seemed to have matters well in hand, but then, 
with no more than a half dozen minutes left, Wey¬ 
mouth scored again. 

A Drifter clearance was not affective and the 
home side thrust a couple of times into their 
twenty two and finally assayed what was, I 
thought, a rather speculative chip ahead. I was 
one of several who said "wrong option" but the 
ball pitched, the bounce favoured them, and 
winger MacConnachie reacted well to gather and 
score. Sheppard again added the extras but it was 
all "too little too late" as Drifters held on for the 
win and go forward to the Southern Counties 
final. 

I feel that Drifters would have proved a real hand¬ 
ful for a Weymouth side that was playing at its 
best. Weymouth, nowhere near their best, were 
starved of possession for most of the eighty min¬ 
utes and made innumerable unforced errors.They 
tackled well however, and this fact, together with 
some rather less than clinical Drifters finishing, 
kept the score line respectable. 

BRIDPORT 2nd 6 DORCHESTER 2nd 12 

THE Bridport first side was without a fixture, but 
their second side managed to play against the 
promotion candidates on a Brewery Field that was 
rather sticky underfoot. 

The first-half was a very evenly contested affair, 
with the only score coming from the boot of Col- 
bourne, the Bridport full-back. 

Having gone in at the interval with a 3-0 lead, 


Bridport doubled it early in the second period, 
again through Marcus Colbourne's boot, only for 
Dorchester to come back with an unconverted try 
to narrow the gap to a single point. 

The scoreline then remained unchanged until 
the final few minutes but, near the end, Dorch¬ 
ester worked a good position through running a 
tapped penalty.The thrust was stopped at the ex¬ 
pense of a set scrum near the posts from which 
the visitors managed to get over from close range. 
The try was converted and Dorchester held on for 
the win that will do their promotion aspirations 
no harm at all. 

PREVIEW 

ANOTHER round of league fixtures takes place on 
Saturday next and, of all the local sides, it is WEY¬ 
MOUTH who face the sternest test. They entertain 
WESTBURY, a side who have already upset the 
league leaders' applecart this season. 

The visitors lie in the division's fourth place cur¬ 
rently, and I can remember the Weymouth camp 
returning from the earlier encounter having lost 
11-10 and feeling that they had not enjoyed a 
very good day at the office. 

I think that the home side will reverse that deci¬ 
sion, hopefully with a four try bonus point win. 
They will know that they have been in a game by 
the final whistle however for Westbury are a 
pretty attritional bunch. They will have to perform 
better than they did on Saturday though! 

DORCHESTER play at DEVIZES, a side that they 
narrowly beat in the earlier fixture. Their oppo¬ 
nents have enjoyed a pretty good season how¬ 
ever and lie, like Dorchester, just off the pace in 
the Southern Counties (South) Division's promo¬ 
tion race. 

This has all the makings of a close encounter for, 
while Dorchester have been enjoying a good run 
lately, so have their opponents. 

BRIDPORT too had a close game earlier in the 
season against Saturday's visitors, SWANAGE & 
WAREHAM 2nd. Their opponents have enjoyed a 


rather better season than the Brewery Field side 
however and are currently third in the Dorset & 
Wilts League Division One (South). Bridport have 
certainly lacked consistency this season and they 
will be hard put to win this one. 

In division two, PUDDLETOWN face a challenge 
that will rank with that of Weymouth as regards 
degree of difficulty, for they travel to league lead¬ 
ers WIMBORNE 2nd who beat them, albeit nar¬ 
rowly, at Puddletown earlier; and who have been 
going great guns in the league ever since.
